Mayor Backs License Repeal 
Plan; To Council Today. 


Crops Rot, Yet Prices Soar; 
Farmers, Buyers Suffer. 


Hucksters’ wagons lining 
Broadway and Spring and Sev- 
enth streets during the early 
morning hours may be a sight 
to gladden the heart and pocket- 
book of the consumer and bring 
a flock of glooms to the prof- 
iteer, if a plan advanced yester- 
day by the county grand jury 
and given the support of the 
Mayor is carried out by the City 
Council, to which body it will 


go today. 
The movement is one of direct ac- 
tion. It is planned to eliminate the 
middieman, and to find out once and 
for all if high prices may really be 
laid at his door. To accomplish this 
the grand jury suggests and the May- 
or advocates the repeal of the ordi- 
nance requiring a license to sell 
foodstufls from a wagon or from 
door to door. 
Farmers say they are held as in a 
vise by the commission men and the 
wholesalers, and sometimes by the 
retailers. They declare that their 
crops are rotting in the fields be- 
cause they cannot de marketed at 
the prices which will pay for the 
handling. The farmers also say the 
excuse given is the railroad tie-up, 
and they point out that this is no 
reason for keeping the local prices 
at high levels, and that if there 
must be a logs in the shipping end 
of the game, the Los Angeles con- 
sumers should receive the benefit. 
Instead, local prices have been main- 
tained at almost the same level ob- 
taining in eastern markets. 
DETAILS OF PLAN. 
The grand jury has been consid- 
ering the situation for some time, 
but recent articles in The Times 
precipitated action and yesterday 
afternoon the p was presented 
to Mayor Snyder in the following 
letter: 
“The question of high prices now 
being charged for vegetables of al! 
kinds in this city and the fact that 
tons upon tons are being allowed 
to rot in the truck gardens ad- 
jacent to the city, the growers 
claiming they are offered leas than 
the actual] cost of picking and pack- 
ing by the wholesale and retail 
Gealers, it has occurred to this 
grand jury that if the present city 
ordinance which now prohibits 
vegetable growers from disposing of 
their products on the city streets, 
as was the custom in years gone by 
is repealed there are many growers 
in the immediate vicinity of this city 
who would be only too glad to bring 
in their produce if they could sel! 
the same direct to the consumer. 
“Therefore the grand jury re- 
spectfully reeommendg that the or 
dinance above referred to, or any 
other ordinance that will prevent 
the growers from disposing of their 
vegetables on the city streets, be re- 
pealed. 
“We feel that in an emergency of 
this Kind the citizens and taxpayers 
are entitied to obtam their neces- 
sities at as reasonabie a price as 
possible, and we know of no bet- 
ter method to obtain relief than 
by bringing the actual producer and 
Gonsumer together on our publiie 
streets. Ag the situation is acute, 
we would request that this matter 
be given attention.
